Obama presents $75B plan 
to stabilize housing market 

MESA, ARIZ. I President Obama threw a 
$75 billion lifeline to millions of Americans 
on the brink of foreclosure Wednesday, 
declaring an urgent need for drastic action — 
not only to save their homes but to keep the 
housing crisis “from wreaking even greater 
havoc” on the broader national economy. 

The lending plan, a full $25 billion big- 
ger than the administra- 
tion had been suggesting, 
aims to prevent as many 
as 9 million homeowners 
from being evicted and to 
stabilize housing markets 
that are at the center of 
the ever-worsening U.S. 
recession. 

Government support pledged to mort- 
gage giants Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
is being doubled as well, to $400 billion, as 
part of an effort to encourage them to refi- 
nance loans that are “underwater” — those 
in which homes’ market values have sunk 
below the amount the owners still owe. 

“All of us are paying a price for this home 
mortgage crisis, and all of us will pay an even 
steeper price if we allow this crisis to con- 
tinue to deepen,” Obama said. 

The president rolled out the housing pro- 
gram one day after he was in Denver to sign 
his $787 billion emergency stimulus plan to 
revive the rest of the economy, (ap)

Fla. Widow 
Of Smoker 
To Get $8M 

Case could affect the 
outcome in thousands 
of similar lawsuits 

FORT LAUDERDALE, FLA. I A jury 
orderd Philip Morris to pay $8 mil- 
lion in damages to the widow of a 
smoker who died of lung cancer 
in a case that could set a standard 
for some 8,000 
similar Florida 
lawsuits. 

The six jurors 
deliberated over 
two days before 
returning the 
award for Elaine 
Hess, 63, whose 
husband, Stuart Hess, died in 1997 
after decades as a chain smoker. 

The award amounts to $3 mil- 
lion in compensatory damages 
and $5 million in punitive dam- 
ages against Philip Morris USA. 
Hess’s attorneys sought up to $130 
million. 

The Hess case was the first to go 
to trial since the Florida Supreme 
Court in 2006 voided a $145 bil- 
lion class-action jury award in the 
so-called Engle case. The court 
said each smoker’s case had to be 
decided individually merits, but 
let stand that jury’s findings that 
tobacco companies knowingly sold 
dangerous products and hid risks

Housing Plan a Windfall for Banks 


President’s foreclosure 
program would pay 
lenders to participate 

WASHINGTON I The same mortgage 
lenders that candidate Barack 
Obama accused last year of caus- 
ing the housing mess would get a 
windfall from President Obama’s 
government under his foreclosure 
rescue program. 

The $75 billion plan announced 
Wednesday has the potential to be 
far more effective than past federal 
efforts to help homeowners lower 
their mortgage payments. But for 
that to happen, investors in complex 
mortgage securities have to agree to 
participate — something the gov- 
ernment has so far failed miserably 
to persuade them to do.

Woman now says she 
did not treat pet with 
drug before it attacked 

STAMFORD, CONN. I As authori- 
ties considered criminal charges 
against the woman whose 200- 
pound domesticated chimpanzee 
went berserk and mauled a friend, 
she backtracked Wednesday on 
whether she gave the animal the 
anti-anxiety drug Xanax. 

Sandra Herold told The Associ- 



ated Press on Wednesday that she 
never gave the drug to her 14 -year- 
old chimp, Travis, who was shot 
dead by Stamford police Monday 
after he grievously wounded Her- 
old’s friend Charla Nash. 

However, Herold said in an inter- 
view Wednesday on NBC’s “Today” 
show that she gave Travis the drug 
in some tea less than five minutes 
before he attacked Nash — she even 
showed a reporter the mug. 

In humans, Xanax can lead 
to aggression in people, said Dr. 


Emil Coccaro, chief of psychiatry 
at the University of Chicago Medi- 
cal Center. 

Doctors at Stamford Hospital 
said Wednesday that it took four 
teams of surgeons more than seven 
hours to stabilize Nash, 55. Dr. 
Kevin Miller said Nashhas made 
slight progress but remained in 
critical condition Wednesday.

Burris Welcomes 
Blagojevich Probe 


111. senator says he has 
nothing to hide’ after 
fundraising revelation 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. | An increasingly 
embattled Sen. Roland Burris said 
he “welcomes” the opportunity to 
answer renewed questions from 
authorities and elected officials 
about how he landed a coveted Sen- 
ate appointment from then-gover- 
nor Rod Blagojevich. 

Burris’ admission that he had 
more contact with Blagojevich 
advisers about the Senate seat 
than he described under oath to a 
state House impeachment panel 
has prompted furious lawmakers 
to seek a criminal investigation 
into whether the Democrat com- 
mitted perjury. 

Sen. Dick Durbin, also from Illi- 
nois and the Senate’s No. 2 Demo- 
crat, confirmed Wednesday that a 
preliminary Senate ethics investi- 
gation also is under way. 

Burris pledged Wednesday 
during an appearance at the City 
Club of Chicago that he would 
fully cooperate with a Sangamon 
County State’s Attorney’s investi- 
gation into his contacts with the 
Blagojevich administration, but he

said he will no longer speak with 
the media. 

The revelation that Burris tried 
to raise money for the governor after 
Blagojevich’s brother asked him for 
fundraising help has triggered calls 
for Burris’ resignation. 

Burris insists he never raised 
money for Blagojevich while the 
governor considered who to appoint 
to the seat President Obama vacat- 
ed. 

“I have nothing to hide,” Burris 
told reporters on Tuesday night.

Geronimo Kinsfolk 
Sue Over Remains 


Family believes secret 
society stole bones of 
the legendary Apache 

HARTFORD, CONN. | Geronimo’s 
descendants have sued Skull and 
Bones — the secret society at Yale 
University linked to presidents and 
other powerful figures — claiming 
that its members stole the remains 
of the legendary Apache leader 
decades ago and have kept them 
ever since. 

The federal lawsuit filed in 
Washington on Tuesday — the 
100th anniversary of Geronimo’s 
death — also names the university 
and the federal government. 

Geronimo’s great-grandson 
Harlyn Geronimo said his family 
believes Skull and Bones mem- 
bers took some of the remains in 
1918 from a burial plot in Fort Sill, 


Okla., to keep in its New Haven 
clubhouse, a crypt. The alleged 
grave-robbing is a longstanding 
legend that gained some validity 
in recent years with the discovery 
of a letter from a club member that 
described the theft. 

“I believe strongly from my heart 
that his spirit was never released,” 
Harlyn Geronimo said. 

Harlyn Geronimo wants these 
remains and any held by the fed- 
eral government turned over to 
the family so they can be reburied 
near the American Indian leader’s 
birthplace in southern New Mexi- 
co’s Gila Wilderness. 

Neither members of Skull and 
Bones, who closely guard their 
secrecy, nor the Russell Trust Asso- 
ciation, the organization’s business 
arm for tax purposes, could be 
reached for comment Wednesday.

Israel: Gaza Borders Closed 
Until Soldier Is Returned 

Israel said Wednesday that it will 
not open the Gaza Strip’s blockaded 
borders until Hamas militants free 
captured Israeli soldier Sgt. Gilad 
Schalit, dealing a blow to Egyptian 
efforts to broker a long-term cease- 
fire. The decision was condemned by 
Hamas, which wants border cross- 
ings to be opened in order to start 
repairing destruction from Israel’s 
military offensive last month, (ap) 

HARARE, ZIMBABWE 

Zimbabwe to Pay Soldiers, 
Teachers in U.S. Currency 

Zimbabwe tried to combat the 
world’s highest inflation by wid- 
ening the use of foreign currency 
Wednesday — the first act of a 
coalition government that gave the 
longtime opposition control of much 
economic policy. Finance Minister 
Tendai Biti told reporters that about 
130,000 soldiers, teachers, civil ser- 
vants and other government work- 
ers will now receive payment in U.S. 
dollars instead of local currency, (ap) 


Clinton Pledges Closer Ties to Asia 


Secretary of state says 
trip to Indonesia is sign 
of change in relations 

JAKARTA, INDONESIA | Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
moved Wednesday to boost U.S. 
ties with the world’s most populous 
Muslim nation and its neighbors, 
pledging a new American willing- 
ness to work with and listen to 
Indonesia and the rest of South- 
east Asia. 

Her message was received warm- 


ly by officials in Jakarta, the child- 
hood home of President Obama, 
although small and scattered pro- 
tests were held in several cities, with 
some Islamic hard-liners setting 
tires on fire and others throwing 
shoes at caricatures of Clinton. 

She said her choice of Asia for 
her first overseas trip as Obama’s 
top diplomat was “no accident” and 
a sign of the new administration’s 
desire for broader and deeper rela- 
tions with the continent on regional 
and global issues. 

Clinton visited the Jakarta-based

headquarters of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations and said 
Washington would for the first time 
begin consideration of signing the 
bloc’s Treaty of Amity and Coopera- 
tion, a nonaggression pact. 

Greater U.S. engagement with 
ASEAN could pave the way for a 
fresh approach to promote reform 
in Myanmar, also known as Burma, 
whose military regime has a dis- 
mal human rights record and has 
failed to hand over power to a dem- 
ocratically elected government.

18 Rescued From 
Helicopter Crash 
In the North Sea 

LONDON I A transport helicop- 
ter crashed into the North Sea 
on Wednesday evening, but all 18 
aboard were rescued from the chilly 
waters, British officials said. 

Maritime and Coastguard Agency 
spokesman Mark Clark said the 
incident was “on the level of the 
Hudson River in the States,” a ref- 
erence to the successful splash- 
landing of a passenger jet into the 
Hudson River last month. 

The Super Puma helicopter was 
taking workers to a BP-operated oil 
field 120 miles east of Aberdeen, 
Scotland, when it crashed, BP PLC 
spokesman David Nicholas said. The

U.K. Court OKs Deporting Extremist 


LONDON I An extremist Muslim 
preacher once called a key opera- 
tive for Osama bin Laden in Europe 
can be deported to Jordan despite 
fears he could face torture there, 
Britain’s highest court ruled on 
Wednesday. 

Abu Qatada, a Palestinian-Jorda- 
nian, arrived in Britain in 1993. He 
was given residency rights in Britain, 
but in 2002 he was jailed for three 
years after British authorities accused 
him of advising militants and raising 
money for terror attacks. 

In 2005, he was released but re- 
arrested pending his deportation to 
Jordan where, in his absence, he had 
been sentenced to life for conspiracy 
to commit terrorist activities.

Britain’s lower courts said he 
couldn’t be deported because of his 
fears he would likely be tortured, 
but the Law Lords ruled there was 
no proof of a real risk to Qatada.

Central bank say U.S.

increase to 8.8 percent 

WASHINGTON | Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke pledged 
anew Wednesday to do everything 
in his power to lift the country out 
of the recession, while defending 
the extraordinary steps the Fed has 
taken to fight the worst credit and 
financial crisis since the 1930s. 

The central bank has slashed a 
key interest rate to a record low and 
has launched a series of radical pro- 
grams in hopes of getting credit to 
flow more freely again to American 
consumers and businesses, and sta- 
bilize Wall Street. Such relief would 
help revive the U.S. economy, which 
has been mired in recession since 
December 2007. 

“If we can take strong and 
aggressive action ... we can break 
the back of this thing, and we can 
begin to see improvements in 
2009,” Bernanke said. “If we fail 
... then the situation will continue 
to deteriorate.”

SE house where mom 
was living with dead 
kids going for $90K 

The Southeast Washington house 
where Banita Jacks was found liv- 
ing with the decaying corpses of her 
four young daughters last year is up 
for sale, languishing on the market 
despite a price reduction of almost 
40 percent. 

The three-bedroom house with 
1 34 bathrooms is up for bank auc- 
tion on March 15 for $90,900. It’s 
one of the few remaining houses 
in the District listed for less than 
$100,000, real estate agents say. 

Only a hint of the horrible 
things that happened there can be 
found in one of the second-floor 
bedrooms. 

The door inside the tiny closet 
was transformed into a makeshift 
chalkboard. Black lettering made in 
either black crayon or markers shows 
the numbers one through 10 and the 
mathematical equation “2-f-2=4,” with 
the 2’s printed backward. There’s also 
a drawing of a cat. 


And there’s a drawing of four 
chicken eggs, with one chicken 
breaking out of the egg. Another 
scribbled phrase reads, “Yes I do 
love mom.” 

What’s not revealed on any of the 
real estate information about the 
house at 4249 Sixth St. SE is the his- 
tory of the occupants of the house. 

Police say Jacks killed her daugh- 


ters during the summer of 2007 and 
lived with their bodies in the house 
for at least six months before they 
were discovered in January 2008 
when U.S. marshals were doing a 
standard eviction. 

Jacks, 35, is a patient at St. 
Elizabeths Hospital awaiting trial 
on first-degree murder charges.

Caloric value rises 
per serving in classic 
cookbook’s recipes 

Eating at home can save you some 
cash, but beware the calorie cost. 

Though restaurants often take 
the blame for portion distortion — 
the trend of serving up ever-larger 
helpings — cookbook recipes have 
done some supersizing of their 
own, a study published this week 
in the Annals of Internal Medi- 
cine found. 

“There’s so much attention 
that’s been given to away-from- 
home eating and so much attention 
that’s been focused on restaurants 
and the packaged food industry, 
it makes me wonder whether it’s 
actually deflecting attention from 
the one place where we can make 
the most immediate change,” says 
Cornell University marketing pro-

fessor Brian Wansink, who direct- 
ed the study. 

The study, which looked at how 
classic recipes have changed dur- 
ing the past 70 years, found a nearly 
40 percent increase in calories 
per serving for nearly every recipe 
reviewed, about an extra 77 calo- 
ries. 

The study identified the trend in 
numerous cookbooks, but it focused 
on American kitchen icon “Joy of 
Cooking,” first published during 
the ’30s and regularly updated 


with new editions since then, most 
recently in 2006. 

Those editions gave researchers a 
continuity of recipes from which to 
draw their data, Wansink says. 

Of the 18 recipes published in all 
seven editions, 17 increased in calo- 
ries per serving. That can be attrib- 
uted partly to a jump in total calo- 
ries per recipe (about 567 calories), 
but also to larger portion sizes. 

Only the chili con came recipe 
remained unchanged through the 
years. The chicken gumbo, howev- 
er, went from making 14 servings at 
228 calories each in the 1936 edi- 
tion, to making 10 servings at 576 
calories each in the 2006 version. 

Beth Wareham, editor of the 
latest edition, says the 2006 edi- 



tion includes information about 
nutrition and healthy eating, and 
advocates the eating of good fats 
and whole foods. 

She also says portion sizes are 
determined using practices stan- 
dard to the industry, and that since 
the first editions of the book, much 
has changed about how food is pro- 
duced and consumed. 

Most excess calories in the 
American diet still come from food 
eaten outside the home, says Marion 
Nestle, professor of nutrition and 
food studies at New York University. 
But she says the study is yet anoth- 
er illustration of how accustomed 
people are to eating ever-increasing 
quantities of food. 

And changes in “Joy of Cook- 
ing” have been going on for a while. 
Increases in overall calories per 
recipe have been gradual, but por- 
tion sizes tended to jump, first dur- 
ing the ’40s, again during the ’60s, 
and with the largest jump in the 
2006 edition. 

The first significant signs of res- 
taurant portion inflation didn’t show

up until the ’70s, says Wansink. 

Lisa Young, an adjunct nutrition 
professor at New York University, had 
similar findings in a 2002 study that 
compared the book’s brownie recipe 
from the ’60s and ’70s editions to the 
recipe from the 1997 edition. 

“Same recipe. Same pan. But 
in the ’60s and ’70s it yielded 30 
brownies,” she says. “In the 1997 
edition it yielded 15.” 

She also was able to trace the 
trend to other recipe sources. For 
example, a popular chocolate-chip 
cookie recipe that decades before 
produced 100 cookies, made only 
60 during the ’80s, though no ingre- 
dients had changed. 

Wansink says he is more con- 
cerned by the increase in overall cal- 
ories per recipe — what experts call 
caloric density — than in the portion 
size increases, which is a more eas- 
ily recognized phenomenon. 

“[Calorie increases are] the sort 
of thing the average person wouldn’t 
notice,” says Wansink, author of 
“Mindless Eating,” an examination

MILLIONS OF newspaper readers 
know Amy Dickinson as the woman 
behind the “Ask Amy” advice col- 
umn. Others know her of guest spots 
on NPR’s “Talk of the Nation” and 
“Wait Wait ... Don’t Tell Me! ” But few 
people know Dickinson’s own story 
which includes growing up largely 
fatherless and having to rebuild her 
life alone with her daughter, Emily, 
in D.C. after a divorce. Dickinson 
reveals herself in her new memoir, 
“The Mighty Queens of Freeville” 
(Hyperion), which tells about the 
women in her family who influenced 
her while growing up. 

You’ve spent a lot of time analyzing 
the problems of others. Was it dif- 
ficult to examine your own life? 

Here’s how I see it: My readers 
honor me by sharing stuff with me. 
I feel like they have sort of granted 


me insight into their lives, and now 
here’s my answer to that. And as you 
know from reading the book, things 
haven’t always gone really smoothly. 
And a lot of people ask me, “How 
do you know what to say to people? 
Where does that come from?” It’s 
from the women in my family and 
my own background. 

How did your family members act 
when they found out they were 
going to be in a book? 

My basic take on this is that I will 
reveal anything about me. What I 
won’t do — and tried very hard not 
to do — was reveal anything about 
anyone else that would make anyone 
uncomfortable. When it came to my 
daughter, I ran every single thing 
that had to do with her past her. 
And, in fact, she supplied details 
that I’d forgotten. My mother and 
my aunts and my sisters have been 
fantastic. They trust me, and they 
know how I feel about them. 


Are you saying in the book that, met- 
aphorically, we all never leave our 
hometown in some ways? 

I just [addressed this with] a young 
person who wrote in. She was like,

Honest Look at Lincoln 



A president’s lore is 
cast away to reveal 
a troubled individual 

STAGE I Anyone expecting a pontifi- 
cating figure at the center of “The 
Heavens Are Hung in Black,” Ford’s 
Theatre’s world-premiere Lincoln 
production, will be immediately 
and pleasantly surprised. 

Playwright James Still’s Lincoln, 
portrayed by David Selby, hors- 
es around with his son, lambasts 
Gen. McClellan and jokes about his 
potential assassination. And that’s 
just in the opening minutes. 

Separating Abe from the myth 
was part of Still’s vision. “Him as a 
living, breathing president makes 
the story much more poignant,” Still 
recently said. “What he was strug- 
gling with was deeply human and, 
to me, deeply interesting.” 


Ford’s Theatre commissioned 
a play about Lincoln for the presi- 
dent’s 200th birthday, allowing 
Still to choose the play’s focus. He 
picked five months in 1862, the year 


the Lincolns’ son died, followed by a 
worsening war, and, eventually, the 
Emancipation Proclamation. The 
year. Still said, “spoke to me as a 
personal and political crisis.” 


Indeed, the play, directed by 
Stephen Rayne, focuses on Lin- 
coln’s many burdens. The presi- 
dent attempts to manage the war, 
maintain the union and comfort 
his grieving wife (Robin Moseley). 
Plagued by increasingly negative 
reports from the front, the insom- 
niac Lincoln wanders the streets of 
Washington against the directions 
of his bodyguard. 

When he does sleep, spirits — 
those of abolitionist John Brown, 
political nemesis Stephen Douglas 
and even live adversary Jefferson 
Davis — haunt him. This device. 
Still said, reflects Lincoln’s famed 
tendency to expose himself to mul- 
tiple perspectives. 

“Lincoln would contemplate 
and entertain people with vastly 
different points of view,” he said. “I 
just find that moving — to watch a 
leader, in agony, really try to figure 

this out.” ERIN TROMPETER

Even unplugged, 
Fountains of Wayne 
spew ace power-pop 

M U S I C I Besides their 2003 hit “Sta- 
cy’s Mom” — whose chorus is prob- 
ably worming its way back through 
your head right now — Fountains 
of Wayne may be best known for 
writing songs chronicling the ordi- 
nary lives of Northeastern suburban 
drones. Dunder-Mifflin employees, 
basically. While songs about peo- 
ple with no dreams (“Sick Day”) or 
futile hopes (“Hackensack”) may 
not be super-uplifting, they tend to 
go down easy thanks to the power- 
pop sounds and guitarist/co-writer 
Chris Collingwood’s plaintive but 
not whiny lead vocals. 

According to bassist/co-writer 
Adam Schlesinger, they didn’t find 
their style until their 199b debut 
album, “when we started making 
specific details and references to 
places we had grown up,” which 
in Schlesinger’s case meant north- 
ern New Jersey. (Not Wayne, N. J., 
although the titular lawn store 
has since become famous enough 
to merit a “Sopranos” cameo.) That

and Kinks and Beach Boys,” explains 
Schlesinger. “I had an aunt who gave 
me all the Beatles records when I was 
3, and those were the only records 
I had for years,” he laughs. “And we 
just like harmony vocals. We always 
feel like when we’re working on a 
song, and we put the harmony vocals 
on it, it makes it feel finished.” 

They returned to the harmonies 
on 1999’s “Utopia Parkway,” record- 
ing what maybe their catchiest song, 
“Red Dragon Tattoo,” but without a 
hit single, Atlantic dropped them. 


After a brief hiatus, they used the 
money from side projects like writ- 
ing the theme for Comedy Central’s 
“Crank Yankers” show to finance 
what became 2003’s “Welcome 
Interstate Managers.” (“Made it 
on our own schedule and our own 
dime,” notes Schlesinger.) 

That album not only land- 
ed them a new label but also the 
frothy hit “Stacy’s Mom” — assist- 
ed in no small part by a video fea- 
turing Rachel Hunter doing 
an homage to the pool .fm 


scene in “Fast Times at Ridge- 
mont High.” So does this mean 
there’s still a sizable niche for a 
power-pop band today? 

“You know, probably not. That 
song was a fluke in so many ways. 
In general, the kind of music that 
we make is not really ever what’s 
going on in the world of Top 40,” 
he says ruefully. “When we were 
looking for that new record deal, 
we played everybody ‘Stacy’s Mom,’ 
and everybody passed on it. I actu- 
ally had one guy at a major label say, 
‘This is something that I would like 
to listen to at home, but I don’t know 
how we would sell this.’” 

That said, Thursday’s acoustic 
show at the Birchmere is sold out. 
Mixed in with the usual near-hits 
will be about five new songs from 
their album-in-progress and maybe 
a few covers from their B-side col- 
lection “Out-of-State Plates.” While 
an all-acoustic tour is a first for the 
band, a new live DVD (to be released 
March 3) includes a five-song acous- 
tic studio session as an extra. 

Of local interest should be 
1-95,” which features a lonely

album yielded one solid single, the 
harmony-heavy “Radiation Vibe,” 
plus the hooky “I’ve Got a Flair,” 
memorably Brian Wilson-esque 
in both its wall of sound and self- 
loathing lyrics. 

“[Chris and] I had a lot of basic 
things in common, like the Beatles 


seems to amplify the song’s “Elea- 
nor Rigby” feel. Schlesinger admits 
the theme is intentional and that 
“when I was working on that song 
I was using the chorus of ‘Eleanor 
Rigby’ as a placeholder.” 

It’s perhaps no surprise that the 
2007 video for “Someone to Love” 
starred “The Daily Show’s” Dem- 
etri Martin, given all the Comedy 
Central-related work the band’s 
done. Schlesinger and touring key- 
board player Steven Gold had done 
music for the short-lived “Dana 
Carvey Show” in 199b, where they 
met future “Daily Show” stars Steve 
Carell and Stephen Colbert, and 
wrote the theme song for co-star 
Robert Smigel’s “The Ambiguously 
Gay Duo” cartoons. 

Schlesinger’s main non- 
FoW collaborator of late has 
been David Javerbaum, 
the “Daily Show” execu- 
tive producer with whom 
he shared a Tony nomi- 
nation last year for “Cry- 
Baby” and with whom he 
co-wrote eight songs for the 
Stephen Colbert Christmas 
special. “We both have such 
great showbiz names: Schle- 
singer and Javerbaum,” jokes 
Schlesinger. 

“To me, the band has always 
been the center of what I do,” he 
continues. “But I do love writing 
for TV or movies just because it’s 
liberating in a way: You have an 
assignment and a deadline, and 
you have to do it. Can’t sit around 
waiting for your muse to strike.”

M U S I C I Judging by its name, you’d 
think British electro-dance band 
Fujiya & Miyagi might take their 
cue from Japanese music. In fact, 
it’s only the band name that’s 
derived from anything Japanese, 
specifically a turntable make and 
the “Karate Kid’s” teacher. For 
musical inspiration, lead sing- 
er David Best says the foursome 
looked toward Europe, not Asia. 

“Some of artists I like are Serge 
Gainsbourg, the French singer, and 
the German group Can,” explains 
Best, who founded the group in 
2000 with keyboardist Steve Lewis. 
“They use whispering vocals, and I 
always liked that sound. Our influ- 
ences are quite apparent, especial- 
ly on our last album, ‘Transparent 
Things.’” 

That album, from 2006, brought 
the group underground acclaim. 
With its newest CD, 2008’s “Light- 
bulbs,” the group has experienced 


an uptick in popularity largely 
thanks to the enthusiasm of taste- 
making music Web site Pitchfork- 
media.com. Then there’s the album 
itself, which is more pared down 
and accessible than F&M’s two 
previous efforts.

“What w,e were trying to do 
was trying to make it more like 
how we are live,” Best says. “There’s 
less layers on it than there were 
on ‘Transparent Things,’ and the 
album before it, ‘Electro Kara- 
oke in the Negative Style.’ I think 
it’s a starker record; everything’s 
stripped back.” 

Actually, the group simplified 


its sound after adding two new 
members, bassist Matt Hainsby 
and drummer Lee Adams. Best 
says he and the rest of the group 
have tried to move away from 
Krautrock droning and closer to 
pure pop. 

“I don’t know if we succeeded, 
but we tried to not just do 10 -min- 
ute, one-chord songs,” he says with 
a laugh. “We tried to come up with 
more succinct music and even have 
choruses.” 

But if you’ve taken to the synco- 
pated, Talking Heads-like groove of 
the group’s new single, “Knickerbock- 
er Glory,” well, don’t get too attached 
to the sound. Best warns. 

“I think we’ve gone as far as we 
can with our sort of sound — the 
sort of hushed, stripped-down bass, 
drums and electronics. I think 
we’d like to do something differ- 
ent rather than repeat ourselves.”

Comedian Rob Riggle 
deserves a medal 
for being hilarious 

C 0 M E D Y I Despite being a major in 
the United States Marine Corps 
Reserve, comedian and former 
“Daily Show” correspondent Rob 
Riggle never thought twice about 
skewering the government. 

“I think that’s part of the job of 
comedy, is to speak truth to power, 
whether that power is Bush or 
whether it’s going to be Obama,” 
Riggle said. “Whoever is in power 
is going to take it, and funny is the 
ultimate determining factor.” 

Riggle was “The Daily Show’s” 
military analyst — and the show’s 
only correspondent to serve the 
country. While writers, with help 
from Riggle, scripted his studio bits, 
Riggle said host Jon Stewart and the 
staff gave correspondents free rein 
when filming on location. 

“In the field, that was pretty 
much all the field producer and 
the correspondent,” he said. “If 
you’re in Texas filming something.

it’s whatever you can come up with 
in the moment and whatever you 
can find. There’s no way you can 
script that.” 

But don’t expect Riggle, who left 
“The Daily Show” last year, to riff on 
President Obama or his time in the 
military, which includes operations 
in Kosovo and Afghanistan, during 
his gig on Thursday. 

“I talk about things that have 
happened to me,” Riggle said. “It’s a 
storytelling type of comedy. It’s not 
setup-punch, setup-punch, three 
jokes per minute. I don’t talk a lot 
about the military, and I don’t talk a

M U S I C I Patterson Hood is watching 
his back in West Tennessee. “I have 
this fear I’ll be driving somewhere 
and my car’s going to break down in 
McNairy County,” he says. “I don’t 
think I’m very popular there.” 

McNairy County is the home of 
former Sheriff Buford T. Pusser, the 
legendary lawman immortalized in 
the 1973 movie “Walking Tall.” On 
the 2004 album, “The Dirty South,” 
Hood’s band, the Drive-By Truck- 
ers, told the other side of Pusser’s 
story, giving voice to the small-time 
criminals and moonshiners Puss- 
er put away. Hood received some 
angry letters. 

“I don’t really have an opinion 
about Buford Pusser,” says Hood, 
who hails from nearby Florence, 
Ala. “Those songs weren’t from 
my point of view; they were from 
the point of view of someone who 
was trying to kill him, explain- 


ing why.” 

Such negative reactions are 
the rare downside to the Drive-By 
Truckers’ firebrand Southern rock. 


which takes an almost literary inter- 
est in real Southern lives, whether 
notorious or not. Their albums 
include songs — by Hood as well as 


by founding Trucker Mike Cooley 
and former members Jason Isbell 
and Rob Malone — about South- 
ern musicians, politicians, suicidal 


friends, family scandals and small- 
town widowers dealing dope. 

On the Truckers’ most recent and 
arguably best album, “Brighter Than 
Creation’s Dark,” Hood penned two 
songs about the real-life tolls of the

flicted soldier in “That Man I Shot” 
and through the eyes of a family back 
home in “The Home Front.” 

“The family that inspired ‘The 
Home Front,’ they come to see us 
anytime we’re in that region,” Hood 
says.

They were happy 
with what I wrote, and I’m grateful 
because the last thing I’d want to do 
is write something that would cause 
them grief. They’re really lovely, 
great people.”

Artist Linn Meyers’ 
‘Here Today’ changes 
before your very eyes 

GALLERY I Linn Meyers’ new wall 
drawings unwind in epic proportion 
in “Here Today,” her latest exhibi- 
tion on display at the Art Gallery 
at the University of Maryland, Col- 
lege Park. 

Meyers has a meticulous way 
with lines that results in intricate 
but naturally flowing patterns. 
Like her small-scale works, Meyers’ 
new oversized efforts — including 
one created with local sound art- 
ist Richard Chartier — reveal Mey- 
ers’ purposeful process to flatter- 
ing effect. 

The first piece explodes from the 
center of the front gallery’s concave 
wall like a Big Bang, with forms 
resembling wisps of hair unravel- 


ing toward its edges. But the real 
spectacle is the lines themselves. 
Upon closer inspection one can see 
the interplay of color and motion in 
Meyers’ work that gives it its unique, 
resonant quality. 

“We were going to put a disclaim- 


er on the door that said if you suf- 
fer from a seizure disorder, do not 
enter,” says Meyers jokingly. 

“Every time I walk into the gal- 
lery, I see it differently,” she adds, 
quizzically noting the drawing’s 
“different proximities.” That aspect 


of the final product she admits to 
marveling at but not to have neces- 
sarily intended in undertaking her 
largest drawing to date. 

The second work consists of two 
smaller canvases that fold togeth- 
er toward a point of no return and 
take on a sculptural quality. Abuzz 
with Chartier’s eight-channel digital 
audio composition, the piece allows 
for another experience altogether: 
its reverberations draw you into the 
ensuing vortex along with Meyers’ 
spiraling, curvilinear inlay. 

Chartier said he wanted the 
sound to “seep” into Meyers’ work, 
which it does literally through trans- 
ducers (instead of speakers), so the 
art becomes the amplifier. 

The result is a sublime sense 
of balance in keeping with 
Meyers’ organic executions.

Indie star M. Ward is

MUSIC I M. Ward’s music has an 
eternal, unplaceable quality to it, 
something he builds upon with 
“Hold Time,” his sixth album. 

“I knew when I first started 
making the record that I wanted to 
play with time,” Ward said. “I still 
believe that a record can play with 
space and time the way a good film 
or good book can transport you to 
different places and different eras. 
It’s not something I hear very often 
in modern music, but I think that 
it’s definitely a place that you can 
think to.” 

This comfort within multiple 
temporal planes lines up with 


Ward’s refusal to move to the dig- 
ital age; he still records strictly 
to analog tape, explaining, “I’ve 
tried recording with digital equip- 
ment, it sounds sterile and inhu- 
man, not like the records I loved 
growing up.” 

His method of composing is 
similarly organic. On this album 
especially. Ward’s low, rough voice 
sounds almost distant, either at 
the same level or lower than the 
guitars. 

“I guess I just started using the 
voice as an extension of the gui- 
tar,” Ward said. “That’s still my 
approach toward reduction: Every 
instrument, including the strings, 
are an extension of what’s going 
on the guitar; the rhythms are an 
extension of what’s going on per- 
cussively on the acoustic, if there

is an acoustic.” 

“Hold Time” also jumps effort- 


lessly among genres, but the record- 
ing as a whole hangs together 


thanks to Ward’s distinct, multi- 
layered production. 

There’s a Wall of Sound hom- 
age (“To Save Me”), simple acous- 
tic balladry (“One Hundred Million 
Years”) and toe-stomping Missis- 
sippi blues (“Never Had Nobody 
Like You,” featuring She & Him co- 
conspirator Zooey Deschanel). Then 
there’s the haunting title track, in 
which strings and the vocal — not 
guitars — guide the song. 

“I’ve never really done a song like 
that before,” Ward said. “I wanted 
to balance [orchestral sounds] with 
sounds that are thinner and cheap- 
er. That song was the first song I 
recorded for the record, and that 
balance ended up dictating the pro- 
duction for the rest of the record, 
which is trying to achieve a balance 
between the rich sounds and your 
more pawn shop sounds from cheap 
guitars.” rudi greenberg

Films Three B s 


A local filmmaker 
focuses on one of 
B-moviedom’s icons 

BLOOD, BOOBS AND beast. Those are 
the three elements that go into any 
marketable B-movie, as the late cult 
director Don Dohler discovered. 
That’s also the title of Silver Spring 
filmmaker John Kinhart’s first full- 
length documentary, an incisive 
and poignant look at Dohler’s life 
and career. The notorious B-movie 
company Troma Entertainment will 
release the documentary on Feb. 24 
packaged with Dohler’s 1982 gem, 
“Nightbeast.” 

When did you first discover 
Dohler’s films? 

I was into low-budget science fiction 
all throughout college. I watched 
everything from ’50s science fic- 
tion to modern-day stuff. I came 
across a DVD for “Alien Factor,” 
whose tagline was “Aliens invades 
Baltimore.” 

I wasn’t entirely impressed with 
it, but a little while later, I was 
flipping through a science-fiction 
encyclopedia, and there was a little 
article dedicated to “Alien Factor” 
and Don Dohler. I thought, “Why 
does this crappy little movie have 


so much influence?” 

What was it like filming someone 
who’s filming a movie? 

At first, it’s kind of boring. It’s like 
that in a lot of documentary film- 
making. There’s a lot of waiting, 
and you’re not entirely sure if what

wanted to 

be viewed as a good 
filmmaker, but he 
never really made a 
film that he felt was 
his masterpiece.”

you’re filming is really relevant, 
but you just keep filming. After a 
while, something happens. In this 
case, an actor drops out. Or Dohler’s 
partner, Joe Ripple, takes over. 
It wasn’t until each of these little 
things started to pile up on each 
other that I started to sense that 
there was some tension that was 
growing, and I started to feel like 
I was getting something. 

[Dohler] was more interested 
in some of the technical aspects of 
moviemaking, but not really com- 


fortable with the gore and nudity. 

I think that makes his struggle 
interesting. He understood the 
marketplace. Dohler wanted to 
succeed, and he saw that by put- 
ting those things in, he succeeded 
more, to some extent. 

Was that enough for him? 

I think he was on board with that 
for a while, but when he reached 
“Vampire Sisters,” which is his most 
gratuitous film, he decided that he 
didn’t want to be remembered that 
way. ... He wanted to be viewed as a 
good filmmaker, but he never real- 
ly made a film that he felt was his 
masterpiece or something he was 
proud to leave behind. 

Do you havo a favorito? 

My favorite is “Blood Massacre,” 
easily followed by “Night Beast,” 
which is the film that’s featured with 
my movie in the DVD set. “Blood 
Massacre” is dark and gritty, and 
it’s got a lot of really great perfor- 
mances and a little bit of gore. 

There’s a scene that is talked 
about in the documentary — the 
blood make-out scene. To me, 
that is the closest Dohler ever 
got to making something com- 
pletely original and exciting.

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A director’s legacy is 
resurrected with 
a shaggy-dog opus 

DVD I The most famous story about 
“The Whole Shootin’ Match,” Eagle 
Pennell’s 1978 black-and-white 
about two Texas ne’er-do-wells, is 
that it inspired Robert Redford to 
launch the Sundance Film Festival 
to highlight regional independent 
American movies. 

The film is, however, much more 
than simply a footnote in cinema 
history. Three decades later, “The 
Whole Shootin’ Match” remains 
a deeply observed, resourcefully 
shot, insightfully acted, charmingly 
tragicomic work whose influence 
can be seen in the films of Richard 
Linklater and Wes Anderson. 


Much like its troubled director, 
“The Whole Shootin’ Match” is, 
deep in its heart, very Texan. Main 
characters Frank and Lloyd jump 
from one get-rich- quick scheme 
to another with a mix of despera- 
tion and bumbling affability, and 
a memorable early scene recounts 
their exploits — a frog farm, chin- 
chillas, flying squirrels, a polyure- 
thane business. 

There is freedom in their entre- 
preneurial aimlessness, but also 
carelessness: Frank neglects his 
patient wife, and Lloyd fails to get 
a patent for an invention that will 
secure their fortunes. 

Eagle (whose real name was 
Glenn Pinnell) shared his char- 
acters’ dream-big gumption, but 
found more success. He discov- 
ered inventive ways to stretch his 


limited resources, often shooting 
single takes to preserve film. 

He was cocky and confident, but 


also reckless: He alienated friends 
and collaborators before alcoholism 
finally overtook his talent. Eagle 


made four more movies before he 
died broke and homeless in 2002, 
but only one, 1984’s “Last Night at 
the Alamo,” shows the same nar- 
rative and visual wit. 

For years, “The Whole Shoo- 
tin’ Match” was discussed more 
often than it was viewed, mainly 
because no one could find a suit- 
able print. 

Fortunately, Watchmaker Films 
has digitally restored a print to 
its originally grainy glory and 
released a handsome, exhaustive 
DVD set, which includes a feature- 
length documentary directed by 
Eagle’s nephew, newspaper arti- 
cles about the film, testimonials 
from his crew, a restored print of 
his first short film and even a CD 
with his brother Chuck Pinnell’s 
soundtrack. 

The set is not a monument to a 
forgotten filmmaker, as such DVDs 
often are, but something more inter- 
esting and honest: a conflicted doc- 
ument of the first spark of life from 
a promising but unfulfilled talent.

Penny Pinching 


Deals on fancy eats 
abound in D.C., if you 
know where to look 

CHEAPER EATS I Since Monday, 
D.C.’s diners have been stuffing 
their faces with high-end delights, 
thanks to twice-yearly Restaurant 
Week. But wouldn’t it be great if 
Restaurant Week lasted all year? 

Wish granted. Sort of 

Tastings Journal gives diners 
Restaurant Week-style menus year- 
round. Every two or three weeks, 
there’s a new restaurant and a 
new deal. Recent dinners includ- 
ed a Valentine’s meal at Left Bank 
with filet mignon, creme brulee 
and champagne; an Italian feast 
at Odeon Cafe, with lobster ravi- 
oli, calamari and tiramisu; and an 
inauguration dinner at Stars Bis- 
tro and Bar. 

Tastings Journal’s creator, 
James van Wynen, says the meals 
he organizes are worth $80 or 
more. The price a diner pays for 
a four-course Tastings Journal 
dinner, with wine, is usually $45 
to $50 — not cheap but often still 
a bargain. 

Like Restaurant Week’s special 


menus, some are better deals than 
others. A peek at the — admitted- 
ly fine — Odeon Tastings Journal 
event late last year (five courses 
for $45) proved that fixed prices 
might not be much cheaper than 
ordering a la carte.

Lobster ravioli, for instance, 
costs $17 on a regular day, leav- 
ing a diner with $28 to spend 
on appetizers, salad and dessert. 
With a cheap bottle of wine, your 
tab might not be much more than 
$45 a person. 

And some restaurants — such 
as three-time Tastings Journal 
participant Uni a Sushi Place — 
offer a prix-fixe menu similar 
to the Tastings Journal specials 
every night. 

On the other hand, the Tasting 
Journal’s New Year’s Eve dinner 


in 2006 cost $65 per person and 
included unlimited champagne. 

Van Wynen is a D.C. architect 
who works on luxury projects, 
and he started Tastings Journal 
claiming “architects are notori- 
ously underpaid.” 

How it works: Van Wynen and 
the restaurant du jour work out a 
menu and price. “I squeeze them 
as hard as possible to get the most 
food and the best price,” he says. 

Once it’s settled, he promotes it 
in exchange for a per-plate fee. “I 
think it’s a fair amount,” says James 
Tan, owner and chef at Uni, of the 
fee. “For the results he brings, it’s 
a fair price to pay him.” 

So, who wins here? Van Wynen, 
certainly, and restaurant own- 
ers — while they aren’t getting 
rich off budget-conscious diners, 
they’re attracting 300 or more 
people who might not normally 
set foot in their restaurants. And 
the average person with an eye on 
their wallet is spending less than 
they might have otherwise for a fine

A closer look at Hana 
on U, the District’s 
first Japanese market 

MOVING IN I Anyone familiar with U 
Street west of the main drag prob- 
ably remembers Japan Associates 
Travel, with its sign promising space 
travel via rocket. 

The sign’s been covered up since 
last November, but it’s for a good 
reason: D.C.’s acquired its first 
Japanese market. 

Before Hana on U opened, 
expats and others craving Japanese 
flavors had to head to Bethesda or 
to one of the ethnic mega-markets 
in Northern Virginia. But this tiny 
location has almost everything you 
could need for a Japanese meal. 
It’s well stocked with sushi rice, 
ramen, tofu, instant miso, candy 


and drinks. On Thursdays, the 
market receives a shipment of fresh 
Japanese vegetables from a Mary- 
land farm. 

Rebecca Cataldi, who spent two 
years in Japan teaching English, is 
thrilled to see a row of individually

wrapped buns in the front display 
case. Hana stocks different flavors 
of bread filled with red bean paste. 


for example, or chocolate. But the 
“cream breads”— filled with a tasty 
and somehow shelf- stable white 
cream — for $1.50 each are the 
treat: “I’ve never seen these in this 
country before,” Cataldi says. 

Hana also carries the ubiquitous 
Ramune sodas, colloquially known 
as “marble soda” for the glass marble 
that rattles around inside the bot- 
tle. For something more unusual, 
try Pocari Sweat — like Gatorade 
— or Calpico, a sort-of-citrusy, sort- 
of-milky drink. 

In the freezer case, look for yaki- 
onigiri, or fried rice balls. “Even in 
Japan, it was difficult to find these,” 
says Cataldi. 

Though the store has only a few 
tiny shelves, it really does appear to 
have almost everything needed to 
create a Japanese meal. And though 
the smile-inducing sign’s gone, there’s 


still happiness in the air: “I think it’s 
good for community,” says co-owner 
Ikuyo Chisaka. “The people really 
love this store.” rachel kaufman
